A RESTLESS PROVINCE. 


Judging from all appearances, the Province of Kwangtupg 
is becoming more snd more unsettled with every passing 
- day. Indeed, we doudt if conditions have ever been more 
- generally unsatisfactory or mote frequant with gloomy possibilities 

than they are at the present time. In Canton itself confusion 
and uncertainty prevail. Busicess is reported to be at a 
standstill, and the people generally appear to be on the tip-toe 
of expectancy, hoping for the best but fearing the worst, As to 
the exact position so far as politics are concerned, it is difficult 
to ascertain what is happening. though it is quite cloar‘that the 
Kwangsi Tuchua (Mok Wing-sun} hag no intention of yielding up 
office to the Cantonesz. In this regard the situation is at a dead- 
lock, though it would appear the Mox has far more control than the 
Cantonese nominee and supposed holder of the office. We base that 
assumption on the fact that he has been instrumental in shutting 
down the Press, a report stating that he has prohibited the publica- 
tion of any newspaper whatever. That, if it is true, is. the act of a 
dictator, and he will probably find out before long that he cannot 
stifle popular epinion by the mere closing down of the Press. 
. The trouble in Canton is that clique is still working against 
_ clique, and that there is small promise of anited action from any 
quarter. Eventhe Cantonese, much a8 they object to. Kwangsi 
rule_do-not seem abte to compose their differences and concentrate 
on co-operative lines in chuosing the officials they want. Mean- 
time, not only are there two men professing to hold the position of 
Military Governor, but the whole administrative machinery is 
in a hopeless ‘muddle. The commercial community is suffering 
from the business stagnation which bas set in, whilst the people 
generally, fearing the early outbreak of fighting and even worse, 
are flocking in increasing numbers-to Hongkong and adjacent 
territory. In our own New Territories great numbers of refugees 
have come in to seok shelter from:possible harm, whilst the- situat- 
jon has become so menacing that the railway authorities here have 
deemed it prudent to sever connection, at any rate for the time 
. being, with the Chinese section of the railway. And the trouble is 
- by no means confined to Canton and tho immediate locality. [n- 
* rest is general throughout the whole Province. Of authority there 
appears to be none. Bands of soldiers, gangs of bandits and bodies 
of pirates act as though théy were a law unto themselves, and there 
is pone to say them nays oe 
This is a gloomy picturé, but, unhappily, itis representative of 
the actual facts. And now that the Press has beén prevented fro 
fanctibning, Canton, the centre of slithe trouble;-has-become more 
jsolated than ever, so that anything may happen and. the outside 
world he delayed from knowing what is occurring. One'thiog is 
 cartain—namely, that things cannot go on for ever as they now are. 
Matters must come to 2 bead ‘soon, and we can only trust that a 
means will be found of straightening out affairs with the minimum 
of trouble and, above all, without bloodshed. The worst of it all is 
" that these'fresh troubles should srise just at a time when there were 
some hopes of 8 new and better understanding between North and 
South. Optimistic as we should like to,be, we cauact entertain 


- any great hopes of such e reconciliation in the near future. Things

Dengue Fevér Spread 
by Mosquitoes. 

Dangua fever is at the moment 
vary prev@lant in Hongkong, and 
its spread is attributed in some 
quarters to tha ubiquitous 
Mmosquits. Not being a notifishle 
disease, no recard can be secured 
of tha number of cases at tha: 
local Hospitals, but, judging from 
all accounts, tha fever — has 
now assumed -the character of 
an epidemic. Last ther be 
unduly alarmed, wa hasten to 
inform our readers that,; 
according to a medical authority 
we havo just consulted, the faveris 
hot serious, though injits symp- 
toms the patient experiences suf- 
ferings which can best be 
described by using the name by 
which it is popularly known, 
“braak-bone fever.” This fover 
is peculiar to all warm climates, 
makes an abrupt appearance with 
savera pain in som joint, often a 
finger, extending rapidly to all 
the joints and bones, and 
shifting from ona to the 
other, Smart fover. redness and 
swelling of the face. “sore throat 
and a mild rash ara, the. other 
initial ssmptoms. Afier twants- 
four to forty-eight hours the rash 
and faver subside, and the remis- 
sion lasts from two to four days. 
There is then a mild return to 
fever, and a rash, similar to 
blotches on the skin during an 
attack of measles, makes its 
appearance, first on the palms. 
which usually spreads over the 
atms, face, trunk and lower limbs. 
These and other symptoms 
usually disappear within eight 
dass of the outbreak, but the 
patient is often left weak and 
exhausted- — 

Dr. Pearse (Medical Officer of 
Health} whom-ocr-reoresentative 
interviewed on the subject, stated 
that some ninsteen or twenty 
years” ago a similar outbreak 
made its appearance in Hong- 
kong, but the fever was noi of 
such a.character as to deam it 
necessary to keep raturms by 
making cases notifable. The 
cause had not been discovered by 
the medical profession, though the 
methods of its communication 
from one person to another had 
heen ascertained to Ss due tothe 
bites of infected mosquitoes.
